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Primary schools 
get top marks 


ROYAL Greenwich primary schools 
are top of the class in helping their 
pupils make progress and achieve 
higher than average grades when 
they leave. 

The latest results from national tests 
show Greenwich came joint fourth- 
highest in England for the number of 
11-year-olds who reached or exceeded the 
required Level 4 in reading, writing and 
maths. 

And for those achieving the higher 
Level 5 standard Greenwich did even 
better, coming third-best in the country. 
Royal Greenwich’s figures show 35 per 
cent achieving at Level 5 or above - 4 
percentage points up on last year’s rate 
and 11 percentage points above the 
national average. 

In reading, Greenwich saw 92 per cent 
of pupils achieving a Level 4 or above 
in reading - three per cent above the 
national average. In writing tests, 90 per 
cent achieved a Level 4 or better, while in 
maths the figure was 91 per cent - three 
and four per cent above the national 
average respectively. 

Greenwich schools have also 
demonstrated their ability to help 
children make progress. The proportion 
of pupils improving by two or more levels 
between their teacher assessments at age 
7, and the tests at 11, was 94 per cent for 
reading, 97 per cent for writing and 94 per 
cent for maths - at least three per cent 
above the national average in each case.

Pedestrians safer thanks 
to new crossing 


THE installation of a new 
pedestrian crossing on Academy 
Road in Woolwich has helped 
make crossing the busy A-road 
much safer for local residents. 
Prior to the crossing, walkers or 
cyclists (including the elderly and 
young families) using Woolwich 
Common, or hoping to catch 
the 122 bus northwards from 
the Royal Military Academy 
development (the RMA) had 
to negotiate one of London's 
busiest roads which is part of the 
South Circular - also known as 
the A205. 

It's been a lengthy process, but 
we got there in the end. The 
crossing has already made a 
significant difference to residents 
- some avoided trying to cross 
the road, but instead used safer 


alternative, longer routes. It was 
not uncommon to wait up to ten 
minutes for a break in the traffic 
to cross Academy Road. 

Several parties were involved 
in the planning, design and 
construction of the crossing 
including TfL, Greenwich Council 
and Durkan - the developer 
who is converting the RMA into 
homes. The GLA and UK Power 
Networks also contributed to the 
installation. 

Thank you to everyone involved, 
particularly ward councillor 
David Gardner. It would be great 
to see similar collaborative 
efforts in respect of buses 
serving Academy Road, and 
nearby bus shelters.

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A SNIFFER dog called Bradley helped council 
inspectors find a stash of counterfeit Polish 
cigarettes hidden in a disused printer behind the 
counter of an off-licence in Plumstead. 

It led to Sadiq Jan, manager of the Seeray off- 
licence in Bannockburn Road, being fined £1,000 
and ordered to pay costs totalling £2,41 2 when be 
appeared before magistrates at Bexley. He pleaded 
guilty to four offences involving storing and 
supplying counterfeit cigarettes. 

The court heard the cigarettes did not meet fire 
safety standards and were a serious fire risk to 
anyone buying and smoking them. 

The stash also included ten packs of Marlboro 
Gold intended for the Lithuanian market. Although 
genuine, their health warnings were in Lithuanian 
- contradicting UK laws requiring tobacco health 
messages to be printed in English. 

Jan told council inspectors that friends would 
buy cigarettes for him when travelling to Eastern 
Europe. He confirmed he knew that the cigarettes 
were non-duty paid, and that some of them were 
counterfeit. 

The prosecution was part of 'Keep it Out,' a council 
campaign against illicit tobacco sales launched last 
month. Cllr Jackie Smith, the cabinet member for 
community safety and environment, said: "People 
who are tempted to buy tobacco 'under the 
counter'or from illicit sources need to understand 
that they are buying unlicensed and untested 
products which pose a real risk to their health and, 
through the fire risk, the health of their families."

Royal borough first 
to receive gold 
standard for tackling 
homelessness 


The Royal Borough of Greenwich 
has become the most successful 
council in the country at preventing 
homelessness after receiving a top 
award from the Government. 

It is now the first and only local 
authority in the country to achieve the 
Gold Standard award for tackling and 
preventing Homelessness including 
taking action against rogue landlords, 
preventing residents from becoming 
homeless and reducing the need for 
temporary accommodation. 

Royal Greenwich is the only local 
authority that has achieved all 10 of the 
Gold Standard challenges in recognition 
of the fact that: 

Last year the council prevented 1800 
households from becoming homeless 
through their casework and support. 

The Council’s Welfare Reform Team 
prevented 225 families from becoming 
homeless last year, and has supported 229 
into work. 

Action was taken against rogue 
landlords and as a result improved 
property conditions, alongside providing 
support and assistance to those landlords 
wanting to provide good quality housing 
to homeless people. 

During 2014-15 the council prevented 45 
home owners from losing their homes, and 
provided advice to many more through the 
duty scheme which supports people at risk 
of repossession and other difficulties. 

The council has reduced the number of 


households in temporary accommodation 
by almost 60 per cent between 2008 and 
2013. And has ended the use of temporary 
accommodation for 16-17 year olds, 
and limited the placement of families 
into shared accommodation to below 6 
weeks. 

Councillor Denise Hyland, Leader of the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich said: 

“I’m really proud of the fact that we have 
become the first local authority in the 
country to achieve this award. Tackling 
homelessness is one of the biggest 
challenges facing councils across London 
and the UK and this award demonstrates 
our commitment to doing all we can to 
prevent homelessness through early

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Poor odds for benefit fraudsters 


FRAUDSTERS can bet on being caught out by 
the council's anti-fraud team who discovered 
a resident who claimed over £10,000 in 
benefits whilst working in a bookies. 

Susan Ogunjobi, 22, from Charlton was 
sentenced to 12 weeks imprisonment, 
suspended for 12 months and ordered to 
undertake 150 hours unpaid work in the 
community at a court hearing on August 
20 at Bexley Magistrates Court. It follows 


her failure to declare to both the council 
and the Department of Work and Pensions 
(DWP) that she had been paid to work at a 
bookmaker for 18 months.Ms Ogunjobi was 
found guilty of five offences of benefit fraud 
under the Social Security Administration 
Act 1992. The benefits fraudulently claimed 
amounted to £6,042.66 in overpaid Housing 
Benefit and £4,110.56 in overpaid Income 
Support. She was ordered to pay the council's 


costs of £400 and compensation of £5,000. 

Cllr Maureen O'Mara, the borough's cabinet 
member for customer services and IT, who 
has responsibility for anti-fraud said: "The 
council's anti-fraud team has an excellent 
reputation in identifying and bringing 
fraudsters to court so the odds were always 
stacked against her. Our message is loud and 
clear - if you cheat the system we will find 
you and we will prosecute you."

UNSUNG HEROS have been 
given special thanks from 
Nepalese diplomats for 
exceptional contributions to 
the Nepal earthquake disaster 
appeal at a celebration event at 
the Nepalese embassy. 

The disaster that devastated the 
country in April left millions of 
people injured and without shelter. 
Royal borough residents from all 
backgrounds rallied together to 
support the appeal with an astounding 
fundraising effort netting over £50,000 
along with over 20 tonnes of donations. 
And last Saturday, the Nepali Nursing 
Association UK (NNAUK), based in 
Abbey Wood, invited guests to the 
Nepalese embassy in Kensington 


where volunteers and fundraisers were 
recognised and thanked by Nepalese 
government representatives. 

The event coincided with the group’s 
seventh anniversary and the event 
was attended by the Greenwich Mayor 
Norman Adams. 

Amongst those who were extended a 
special thanks was Sonia Thapa and 
her husband Fatta Thapa who have 
lived in Charlton for over 20 years. 
Together they coordinated the appeal 
in partnership with community 
organisations including NNAUK, 
to provide much needed aid to the 
country. 

Sonia is a member of the Skills and 
Care organisation, a community- 
led social enterprise established to 
support the local Nepalese community. 


The group led the local aid effort and 
worked with NNAUK to send nurses 
to Nepal to treat victims and provide 
necessary materials. 

“There’s a large Nepalese community 
in the royal borough and the disaster 
was felt by everyone here as well as in 
Nepal. The local community acted in 
a commendable way to ensure all that 
could be done was done, and the way 
everyone rallied together was truly 
humbling,” Sonia told GT.

’ when I watched coverage on the 
television news. I immediately 


thought of the Nepalese community 
we have in Plumstead so I contacted 
the headteacher at the school to find 
out if there was anything we could 
do to raise money for the appeal.” 

Deborah, who is also a member 
of the Plumstead Make Merry 
organisation, coordinated 

fundraising events from food 
and cake sales to information 
events and appeals to parents and 
organisations for funds. 

She said: “I worked closely with 
Sonia, who worked tirelessly to 
coordinate the appeal on a larger 
scale. I was touched by the response 
from everyone at the school, the 
children, the parents and staff were 
great and the overall response from 
the community in Plumstead was 


excellent. Not only did it help 
provide much needed aid to the 
people of Nepal, it also brought the 
community here together.” 

Several local schools carried out 
fundraising events in addition to 
Bannockburn, including Cherry 
Orchard School, Charlton Manor 
School and Eglington primary 
making significant contributions to 
the appeal. 

There were also corporate 
donations from the 02 Arena in 
North Greenwich and Canary Wharf 
who donated £5,000 each as well as 
the Greenwich Islamic Centre, which 
donated £1,000 to the cause, as well 
as donations from the council. 

Sushila Karki, president of the 


NNAUK told GT: “The support we 
received from Greenwich was great, 
it included logistics and cargo funds 
that was invaluable in the time of 
need. Our 20 nurses went to Nepal 
to help earthquake victims, some 
had even lost homes and family in 
the disaster too, and they made a 
significant impact in rebuilding 
communities in Nepal.” 

She added: “The support we 
received was deeply touching and 
felt by those most affected by the 
earthquake.

“We now organise five track meetings and 
one cross country event each year which 
virtually every secondary school in the 
borough attends and we have up to 400 kids 
participating each time,” Mick explained. 
“From this we organise borough teams for 
the London Schools track and Cross Country 
Championships and it’s all done by a team of 
volunteers,” he added. 

The club enjoys the services of a team of 
19 qualified coaches who cover most of the 
athletic events. However, Mick stressed more 
coaches are always welcome. “We’re always 
looking for more people to coach. Coaching 
tends to be the sticking point - when kids 
join an athletics club, if someone’s there to 
look after them and help them develop, then 
they’ll stick at it. If you haven’t got enough 
coaches that’s when they’ll tend to drop out 
of the sport.” 

But retaining young athletes doesn’t seem 
to be a great problem at the Eltham club and 
Mick described it as “very satisfying” to see 
the success of the Harriers. He said: “We’re 
here to help athletes develop. We love our 
sport, we love to encourage people to take up 
our sport and do well in it and we do a pretty 
good job of it.”
